WASHINGTON — Monica S 
Lewinsky testified seven hours Thursday 
behind the closed doors of a federal 
grand jury room, saying she engaged in 
sexual intimacies with President Clinton 
more than a dozen times over an 18- 
month period, according to sources

Lewinsky also described an implicit 
agreement. with Clinton to keep their 
r ela t i on s h ip^ecrct, the sources said. 

This was the first time since January, 
when she denied such a relationship in a 
sworn affidavit in a civil lawsuit, that 
Lewinsky has discussed the matter 
under oath. Independent counsel-

week to give the former White House 
intern full immunity from prosecution.

SALT LAKE CITY — A class-action law- 
suit against Wells Fargo Bank alleges the

The suit against Wells Fargo and' its 
branches, including those in Idaho and 
Utah, alleges the bank pays the largest 
checks first when multiple checks on an 
account arrive at the bank on the same 
day and there's not enough money in the 
account to pay all of them. 

Tli at can mean that if there are insuffi- 
cient funds to cover the largest check, 
then all other checks, which would other- 
wise be covered, are also sent back for 
insufficient funds. 

The practice is aimed at generating sev-
